Elation ov er the supreme court rul'ng in the TVA 
case Is destined to be short-liv ed. 
The new deal'» 
electric power policy has not been v indicated. 
The majority ruled that in the specific case pre­ 
sented to the court the federal gov ernmnt had not 
been shown to hav e ex ercised unconstitutional power. 
The specific case’s application to the Roosev elt ad­ 
ministration’s general policy is narrow. 
Mr. J ustice McRey nolds, who gav e the dissenting 
opinion, showed clearly the larger questions which 
arise from the situation. 
He implied that the ma­ 
jority had av oided a disagreeable duty by confining 
its decision to narrow limits within which the TVA 
could be upheld. 
“ The court has often 
affirmed 
that 
facts, not 
artifice, control Its conclusions,” J ustice McRey nolds 
said. 
In his mind, there is no doubt that the con­ 
stitutional basis of TVA is an artifice through which 
the gov ernment is entering the “ business of gen­ 
erating, transmitting and seUIng power . . . with the 
definite design to accomplish ends wholly bey ond the 
sphere marked out for them by the Constitution. 
J ustice McRey nolds asserted that the “ operation of 
a commercial utility serv ice by TVA and the whole­ 
saling and retailing by TVA of electricity in the area 
serv iced by the Alabama Power Oo. is not and wl 1 
not be In aid of nav igation or national defense or 
other gov ernmental function in so far as any plan, 
purpose or activ ity of the TVA disclosed on 
this 
record the TVA’s own record) would indicate.”

statement of the bx ue which President Roosev elt 
has opened between the electric power Industry and 
gov ernment ownership. 
The majority decision is an 
equally concise statement of the legality of gov ern­ 
ment operation of Wi’son dam. 
Ex cept as the gov ­ 
ernment is able to duplicate the circumstances of 
that project’s operation, It cannot claim constitution­ 
ality for other projects In which generation of elec­ 
trical energy is a factor 
The propriety of its power 
policy still remains to be determined. 
Ev entually , 
the question will be placed before the court In a 
form that will make an answer unav oidable.
